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PROPOSED  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  TRAILERS 
AND  MOBILE  HOMES 


WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Henniker  is  concerned  with  the 
protection,  public  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  its  inhab- 
itants and  seeks  to  provide  and  develop  adequate  community 
services  for  all  inhabitants  with  maximum  efficiency  and 
economy  and  further  desires  to  encourage  orderly  and  proper 
growth  in  all  areas  of  housing  and  land  development. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  the  following  regulations  are  hereby 
adopted  as  a  municipal  ordinance  for  the  Town  of  Henniker: 

1.  Definitions 

a.  Trailer  or  Mobile  Home  shall  mean  and  include  any 
vehicle  or  portable  structure  constructed  so  as  to 
permit  the  occupancy  thereof  as  a  dwelling  for  one 
or  more  persons  including  those  trailer  or  mobile 
homes  which  have  temporarily  or  permanently  be- 
come stationary  through  the  use  of  blocks  or  other 
foundations. 

b.  Written  request  shall  be  by  letter  signed  by  the  ap- 
plicant sent  to  the  Selectmen,  including  the  fol- 
lowing information: 

1.  Type   and   size   of  trailer  or  mobile  home. 

2.  Location  of  lot  and  area  of  lot. 

3.  Present  owner  of  lot. 

4.  Sketch  of  lot  showing  proposed  location  of  trailer 
or  mobile  home. 

5.  Name  of  applicant. 

2.  Exceptions 

a.  Any  trailer  or  mobile  home  lawfully  situated  in  the 
Town  of  Henniker  at  the  effective  date  of  this  or- 
dinance  which    conforms    to   all    health   and   other 
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regulations  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  Town 
of  Henniker  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  for  so  long  as  said  trailer  or  mobile 
home  is  not  moved  from  the  lot  on  which  it  is  located 
at  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

b.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  storage  of  any  trailer  or  mobile  home  when 
said  trailer  or  mobile  home  is  not  used  for  living  or 
sleeping  purposes. 

c.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  storage  or  use  of  campers  or  travel  trailers 
when  not  used  as  a  dwelling. 

d.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  placement  of  prebuilt,  double  wide  or 
modular  homes  or  such  homes  by  any  other  trade 
name. 

3.  No  trailer  or  mobile  home  shall  be  located  in  the 
Town  of  Henniker  except  in  a  trailer  or  mobile  home 
park  as  defined  in  the  Henniker  ordinance  regulating 
trailer  and  mobile  home  parks  until  such  trailer  or 
mobile  home  and  location  have  been  approved  by  a 
combined  meeting  of  the  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen 
following  a  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  location. 

4.  Public  Hearing:  Upon  written  request  presented  to  the 
Selectmen  by  a  person  wishing  to  locate  a  trailer  or 
mobile  home  within  the  Town  of  Henniker  the  Select- 
men and  the  Henniker  Planning  Board  shall  hold  a 
public  hearing  to  discuss  the  proposed  location  within 
thirty  (30)  days  of  receipt  of  said  written  request. 
Notice  of  said  public  hearing  shall  be  published  in  the 
Hillsborough  Messenger  or  other  local  paper  not  more 
than  fourteen  (14)  days  before  the  said  hearing. 

5.  Standards:  Permission  to  locate  a  trailer  or  mobile  home 
in  the  Town  of  Henniker  shall  be  granted  in  writing 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  said  hearing  if  the  person 
requesting  the  location  shall  demonstrate  at  said  public 
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hearing  that  the  proposed  location  of  a  trailer  or  mo- 
bile home  shall  meet  the  following  requirements: 

a.  That  the  placement  of  said  trailer  or  mobile  home 
shall  not  lower  property  values  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  said  mobile  home. 

b.  That  placement  of  said  trailer  or  mobile  home  shall 
be  consistent  with  development  or  development  plans 
in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

c.  That  the  placement  of  said  trailer  or  mobile  home 
shall  meet  State  and  local  sub-division  requirements 
and  other  regulations,  where  applicable. 

d.  That  said  trailer  or  mobile  home  shall  be  located 
not  closer  than  thirty  (30)  feet  to  any  street  line 
nor  closer  than  fifteen  (15)  feet  to  any  lot  line  or 
existing  building. 

e.  That  placement  of  said  trailer  or  mobile  home  shall 
not  have  an  adverse  effect  on  the  general  attractive- 
ness or  welfare  of  the  town. 

6.  In  all  cases  it  is  recommended  that  a  person  wishing  to 
place  a  mobile  home  in  the  Town  of  Henniker  appear 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Henniker  Planning  Board 
to  discuss  the  above  requirements  so  that  he  may  be 
familiar  with  the  regulations  and  properly  prepared 
to  present  his  application  at  the  public  hearing. 

7.  Penalties:  Any  person,  association  or  corporation  violat- 
ing any  provision  of  this  ordinance  or  otherwise  refusing 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  $10.00  for  each  day  of  such 
violation  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance.  The  Selectmen  are  further 
authorized  to  seek  injunctive  relief  as  well  as  the  afore- 
mentioned fine. 

8.  If  any  part  or  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  declared 
invalid  by  any  court,  this  shall  not  effect  the  validity  of 
the  remainder  of  this  ordinance. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWERAGE  AND 
SEWAGE  TREATMENT  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


This  third  annual  report  of  the  Committee  authorized 
by  the  1969  Town  Meeting  covers  progress  from  the  end  of 
January  1971  to  the  end  of  January  1972.  It  should  be  read 
with  the  two  prior  reports  for  a  complete  picture  of  events 
to  date. 

By  April  of  1971  the  engineer  for  Mr.  Fredric  Fletcher 
had  made  his  study  of  the  wastes  of  the  Contoocook  Valley 
Paper  Company,  and  the  N.  H.  Water  Supply  and  Pollution 
Control  Commission  was  able  to  accept  the  recommendation 
of  the  Town's  engineer,  Fenton  G.  Keyes  Associates,  that  the 
mill  wastes  be  treated  by  the  plant,  without  discharge  to 
the  municipal  system.  This  decision  (and  a  more  realistic 
projection  of  College  population)  permitted  the  required 
capacity  of  the  treatment  plant  to  be  set,  and  design  to  pro- 
ceed. The  six  months  required  for  this  determination,  how- 
ever, made  necessary  an  extension  of  the  date  by  which  our 
Engineer  is  to  complete  plans  under  the  Agreement  entered 
into  in  October  of  1970. 

The  first  completed  portion  of  the  work  to  be  done  under 
the  design  Agreement  was  a  comparative  study  and  cost 
analysis  of  two  basic  aeriation  systems  for  the  sewage  treat- 
ment plant,  aeriation  tank  and  oxidation  ditch.  The  report 
(copies  of  which  are  available  in  Tucker  Free  Library),  was 
reviewed  by  the  N.  H.  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  and  the  Committee  and  Selectmen.  Its  recom- 
mendation was  for  the  standard  aeriation  tank  configuration. 
Acceptance  was  voted  on  July  29,  1971. 

Design  of  the  treatment  plant  proceeded,  surveys  were 
completed,  and  field  check  of  utility  details  for  contract 
plans  were  made  by  the  engineers  personnel. 
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During  the  summer,  waste  disposal  plans  of  the  new 
College  Science  Building  were  considered  by  the  Committee 
and  recommendations  made  before  construction  had  pro- 
ceeded too  far.  Work  was  also  begun  on  the  sewer  ordinances. 

In  September,  the  desirable  extent  of  collector  sewers 
was  established  with  the  Engineer,  who  then  re-estimated  costs 
on  that  basis  in  preparation  for  a  scheduled  October  hearing 
with  the  Farmers  Home  Administration  on  aid  for  the  collec- 
tion system.  That  hearing  was  delayed,  and  currently  is  sched- 
uled for  February  16,  1972. 

In  this  period,  the  State  Highway  Department  called  for 
information  on  what  provisions  were  desired  by  the  Town 
for  future  sewer  in  the  Route  114  Bridge  and  highway  ap- 
proaches. The  road  contract  is  to  be  let  in  the  spring,  and  the 
bridge  and  roadway  cut  for  U.  S.  202  will  constitute  a  serious 
barrier  to  extension  to  the  North.  It  was  agreed  that  the  bridge 
should  be  constructed  carrying  a  section  of  pipe,  and  it  has 
so  been  designed.  Installation  of  the  pipe  in  the  bridge  will 
have  to  be  provided  for  by  the  Town  at  the  appropriate  stage 
in  highway  construction. 

The  Committee  and  Selectmen  considered  the  effects 
of  changes  in  the  law  on  Town  responsibility  for  solid  waste 
disposal,  which  now  includes  septic  tank  pumpings.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  treatment  plant  should  have  provisions  for  re- 
ceiving this  material. 

Plans  were  submitted  to  the  Federal  Environmental  Pro- 
tective Agency  for  preliminary  determination  of  the  portion 
of  the  proposed  system  eligible  for  aid  under  the  program 
administered  by  that  agency.  In  a  January  meeting  at  EPA  in 
Boston,  we  reviewed  the  project  and  got  the  determination. 
The  State  will  participate  to  the  same  extent.  After  the  sched- 
uled February  hearing  with  the  FHA  on  50%  aid  for  the 
balance  of  the  system,  the  extent  of  aid  should  be  closely 
known.  A  clear  financing  picture  can  then  be  drawn. 
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The  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  has  included  Henniker  in  an  administration  bill 
before  the  Special  Session  of  the  legislature  providing  sewer 
aid  appropriations  for  the  1973  fiscal  year. 

In  summary,  it  appears  that  design,  financing  and  re- 
lated actions  may  advance  to  permit  taking  bids  in  1972.  We 
probably  will  not  be  ready  to  take  all  necessary  actions  at  the 
Town  Meeting  in  March,  but  may  be  able  to  at  a  special 
meeting.

Henniker.  N.  H.,  June  29,  1971 


A  special  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  on  June  29, 
1971,  by  Moderator  Merle  Patenaude,  Sr.,  to  consider  action 
on  the  following  articles:

and  to  the  Residents  of  Same: 

Dear  Sirs: 

During  the  past  year  the  town  encountered  the  usual 
sickness  though  fortunately  were  not  spread  to  the  point 
whereby  they  were  considered  near  epidemic  characteristics. 
Colds,  flu,  viruses  and  childhood  diseases  were  the  bulk  of 
such  outbreaks  that  were  recorded. 

Complaints  received  that  were  health  hazards  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  town's  officials  or  legal  authority  of 
the  health  officer  were  investigated  and  corrected  with  the 
exception  of  two  which  are  still  pending  for  lack  of  evidence. 

Complaints  relative  to  sewage  disposal  or  other  types 
of  pollution  being  deposited  into  the  Contoocook  River,  were 
not  resolved  as  this  very  serious  matter  is  under  the  regula- 
tion and  advisement  of  the  Department  of  Water  Pollution 
Control  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Numerous  water  samples  from  throughout  the  township 
and  the  required  number  from  Cogswell  Spring  Water  Works 
were  taken  into  State  Water  Testing  Laboratory,  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Welfare,  and  all  reports  returned  to 
the  undersigned  were  satisfactory.  (Several  were  returned 
to  private  home  owners  direct.)

Water  samples  were  taken  from  several  public  and  private 
swimming  areas  within  the  township  and  all  were  reported 
to  be  satisfactory  except  for  a  pool  in  the  Amy  brook  known 
as  the  "Slaughter  Barn  Swimming  Pool"  located  just  south 
of  the  "Old  Foster  Hill  Road  Bridge."  This  pool  is  contam- 
inated and  has  been  for  several  years  now.  Therefore,  it  is 
extremely  important  that  everyone  understands  that  no  one 
should  swim  in  that  area. 

The  majority  of  the  public  buildings  and  restaurants 
were  inspected  for  sanitary  conditions  and  were  found  to  be 
adequately  cared  for.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


This  Department  had  an  active  year  in  1971.  There  was  a 
notable  increase  in  most  areas  of  concern,  (as  listed  in  the 
following    statistical   report). 

Recognizing  the  need  for  expanded  police  coverage,  Richard 
Senecal,  Jr.,  was  appointed  to  a  full-time  status  as  a  patrol- 
man, effective  May.  He  received  six  weeks  formal  police 
training  under  the  direction  of  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Police.  This  appointment  has  made  it  possible  to  render 
additional  hours  of  active  patrol  and  combined  with  the  ser- 
vices of  our  Special  Officers,  we  hope  to  attain  maximum 
efficiency. 

As  the  Town  of  Henniker  expands  so  too  must  the  services 
of  its  Police  Department.  Due  to  increased  demands,  par- 
ticularly on  weekends,  a  two  man  patrol  was  initiated.  This 
provides  a  more  thorough  coverage  during  the  period  of  peak 
activity. 

While  the  primary  function  of  any  Police  Department  is 
to  serve  the  public  through  law  enforcement  and  crime  pre- 
vention, another  significant  facet  of  police  work  is  community 
relations.  A  better  understanding  between  police  and  the 
members  of  the  community  is  of  vital  importance.  Thus,  it 
was  with  pleasure  that  the  members  of  this  Department  were 
able  to  offer  improved  facilities  at  Pleasant  Pond,  which 
were  enjoyed  by  so  many  of  our  townspeople  this  summer.  We 
were  also  pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  to  sponsor  our 
Third  Annual  Children's  Christmas  Party.  These  efforts  were 
made  possible  through  the  cooperation  of  many  individuals  in 
our   community. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  those 
who  have  so  generously  contributed  to  the  financial  support 
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of  this  Department.  Through  these  contributions  we  were 
able  to  purchase  a  new  police  cruiser  together  with  some 
much  needed  equipment. 

It  is  our  hope  to  continue  to  merit  your  support  and  to 
serve  the  people  of  Henniker  with  the  best  Police  Department 
possible.

THE  HENNIKER  RESCUE  SQUAD 

January  11,  1972 

The  Henniker  Rescue  Squad  has  been  in  service  one 
full  year,  having  commenced  operations  on  January  15,  1971. 
In  that  year,  we  have  answered  sixty-five  calls,  including  five 
assists  to  surrounding  communities  under  a  mutual  aid 
agreement. 

In  1971,  over  2,500  hours  of  volunteer  time  was  con- 
tributed by  members  in  answering  emergency  calls  and  at- 
tending regular  training  sessions. 

Over  $1,000  was  spent  in  1971  toward  the  purchase  of 
medical  supplies  and  equipment.  Some  of  the  major  pur- 
chases include  a  portable  suction  unit,  a  folding  chair 
stretcher,  an  orthopedic  stretcher  and  a  new  multi-position 
cot.  At  present,  the  Henniker  Rescue  Squad  has  exceeded 
the  requirements  for  minimum  equipment  proposed  by  the 
recent  ambulance  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The 
Henniker  Rescue  Squad  would  like  to  make  it  public  record 
that  it  fully  supports  the  ambulance  regulations  passed,  this 
year,  by  the  New  Hampshire  legislature. 

In  the  future,  we  forecast  the  acquisition  of  land,  on 
which  to  build  a  garage,  meeting  place  complex,  and  a  new 
ambulance.  Members  of  the  squad  are  soon  to  begin  courses 
to  become  qualified  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  — 
Ambulance. 

We  wish  to  publicly  thank  Ayer  and  Goss,  Inc.,  for  the 
use  of  their  garage,  the  police  and  fire  departments  and  all 
those  who  have  helped  the  Rescue  Squad  during  the  past 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 

DISTRICT  CHIEF 

LEST  WE  FORGET  —  IT  CAN  HAPPEN  HERE 


Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundreds 
of  homes  are  more  prevalent  on  the  west  coast  with  their 
dry  seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but  25  years  ago  this 
fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devastated  large 
areas  of  northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes  with 
rows  of  cellar-holes  and  chimneys  in  a  number  of  summer 
vacation  home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost  on  that  de- 
structive day  of  October  23,  1947  nothing  could  stop  the 
wind  driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New 
Hampshire  but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen  again. 
The  fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a  firebrand. 
Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness  with  fire  at  all  times 
can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection  when  dry  conditions 
prevail.  Please  let  these  reminders  be  your  guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard 
a  firebrand  —  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The 
burning  of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your 
town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of  grass  or  garden 
litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed 
and  if  they  are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  important  —  instruct  your  children  in  the  danger 
of  the  lighted  match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry  grass  or 
forest  litter  is  a  dangerous  combination  which  leads  to 
destructive   loss   and   can   lead   to  tragedy. 
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The  past  year  —  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the 
control  of  fires.  There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some 
towns.  We  thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask  others  to 
heed   Smokey's   message.

The  Tucker  Free  Library  is  so  fortunate  in  its  friends, 
patrons  and  librarians  that  the  first  purpose  of  this  report  is 
to  thank  them  —  from  those  who  have  done  so  much  work  in 
the  Childs  Historical  Room  to  those  who  helped  clean  the 
rest  of  the  basement  to  those  who  contribute  to  our  summer 
program  for  children  to  those  who  have  given  us  gifts  of 
money  and  books  this  year  and  to  all  of  you  who,  as  you 
borrow  books,  take  time  to  tell  us  that  you  think  our  library 
does  a  good  job  for  the  town. 

Circulation  figures  published  by  the  state  show  that 
our  library  ranks  high  in  supplying  our  readers  with  books 
they  like,  and  a  glance  at  our  displays  will  show  that  we 
always  have  a  good  selection  of  the  latest,  and  most  im- 
portant, books  being  published.  This  year  we  have  purchased 
a  new  rug  for  the  Hollis  Children's  Room.  In  the  near  future 
we  hope  to  make  this  room  more  comfortable  and  efficient 
by  supplying  it  with  furnishings  designed  especially  for  our 
younger  readers. 

As  our  financial  report  in  this  booklet  will  show,  the 
Library  has  received  $1000  each  year  from  the  town  for 
regular  support,  mainly  because  we  have  another  and  much 
larger  income  from  trusts  set  up  for  our  benefit,  and  partly 
because  all  of  us  work  rather  hard  to  keep  expenses  down. 
This  year  we  are  asking  for  a  modest  addition  to  this  sum, 
and  are  also  proposing  that  the  town  examine  the  insurance 
situation  of  the  library.  It  was  evaluated  this  year  as  being 
worth  considerably  more  than  $200,000,  and  the  trustees  feel 
that  since  it  belongs  to  the  town  the  present  insurance  policy, 
for  about  $12,000,  should  be  raised  to  something  nearer  its 
actual  value,  and  that,  as  an  economy  measure,  the  town 
might  prefer  to  include  it  in  the  blanket  insurance  policy 
which   covers   other  town  buildings. 

Several  gifts  to  the  Childs  Historical  Room  will  allow 
us  to  continue  work  on  it  and  also  to  begin  work  on  another 
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room  in  the  basement  which  is  to  become  a  research  area.  In 
this  latter  room  will  be  kept  geneological,  historical  and  re- 
gional material,  as  well  as  old  town  and  school  records  to 
make  them  available  to  the  public  which  is  increasingly  in- 
terested in  this  type  of  research.  With  the  formation  of  the 
Henniker  Historical  Society,  which  holds  regular  meetings 
in  the  Library,  it  is  also  hoped  to  complete  the  job  of  ca- 
taloguing and  storing  our  historical  collection,  which  will  be 
kept  in  the  third  basement  room. 

One  of  the  major  projects  for  the  library  this  year  will 
be  an  unusually  ambitious  Summer  Reading  Program.  In  past 
years  the  children  enrolled  in  this  program  have  read  books 
on  a  particular  theme  and  have  then  had  a  trip  to  some  local 
spot  connected  with  the  theme.  This  summer  we  plan  to 
enlarge  our  program  to  include  children  of  more  ages,  have 
a  bigger  reading  program,  and  make  a  trip  to  the  Isles  of 
Shoals.  Since  this  will  cost  quite  a  lot  more  money  than  our 
previous  trips  and  will  require  more  adults  to  help  supervise, 
we  hope  you  will  volunteer  your  services  to  help  us  give  our 
youngsters  this  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  one  of  New 
Hampshire's  most  interesting  spots  and  to  visit  it  on  an  ex- 
citing boat  trip. 

Again,  thank  you  —  we  appreciate  all  the  nice  things 
you  say  about  us,  and  they  spur  us  on  to  make  the  library 
even  better  and  of  more  service  to  you.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Henniker  in  1971  followed  the  pattern  of  astonishing 
growth  common  to  this  part  of  the  State,  and  planning  to 
accommodate  this  growth  becomes  increasingly  important. 
For  example,  this  year  saw  approval  of  18  plans  of  subdivi- 
sions in  Henniker,  disapproval  of  none  after  requested  ad- 
justments were  made,  resulting  in  close  to  90  lots  being  ap- 
proved. The  number  of  mobile  homes  increased  from  38  to  53, 
with  only  10  of  them  coming  into  mobile  home  parks. 

Our  major  efforts  to  prepare  for  this  involved  work  on  a 
comprehensive  plan.  A  survey  was  sent  out,  and  another  is 
in  the  works  to  enable  us  to  determine  at  what  levels  devel- 
opment is  taking  place.  With  much  assistance  from  the  College, 
Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission  and 
the  State  Planning  Commission,  work  has  been  finished 
or  nearly  finished  on  the  following  projects,  all  to  be  as- 
similated into  the  Plan:  soils,  land  capability,  wetlands  and 
topographical  maps,  land  use  map,  water  supply  study,  hous- 
ing market  analysis,  environmental  analysis  and  open  space 
plan,  solid  waste  management  study,  traffic  survey,  regional 
map  and  economic  survey.  With  community  cooperation,  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  keep  Henniker  from  the  problems  which 
random  development  without  plans  for  the  future  can  bring. 

Chairman  Holton  and  students  from  the  College  with  a 
tremendous  amount  of  work  are  continually  updating  our 
property  map  which  is  invaluable  to  the  Planning  Board, 
as  well  as  the  Selectmen. 

Because  of  a  rapid  growth  in  the  number  of  mobile 
homes,  and  the  fact  that  Henniker  is  one  of  the  few  towns  in 
the  area  with  no  provisions  for  individual  mobile  homes, 
the  Board  drafted  a  proposed  ordinance  for  the  Town's  con- 
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sideration  at  Annual  meeting.  Also  in  progress  is  a  general 
revision  of  our  subdivision  regulations  to  reflect  the  experience 
of  the  last  year  and  a  half  with  them. 

To  help  Henniker  develop  in  the  way  the  residents  desire, 
the  Board  must  be  told  what  the  townspeople  want.  Meetings 
are  presently  held  twice  a  month  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Wednesday  in  the  Courtroom.  Meetings  are  open  to  the 
public.

The  Henniker  Community  Center  continued  its  role 
during  1971  to  sponsor  youth  programs  and  provide  other 
recreational  services  to  the  Town.

The  "Center"  due  to  its  pleasant  surroundings,  available 
parking  and  central  location  is  an  ideal  location  to  conduct 
such  events.  We  recommend  that  more  clubs  and  groups 
accept  our  invitation  and  make  use  of  this  area  for  their 
activities.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


Education  for  the  Seventies  is  making  its  mark  felt  in  the 
Henniker  School  System. 

Grades  I  and  II  have  been  changed  into  Levels  of  At- 
tainment (Levels  I-IX).  Students  in  these  grades  have  been 
assigned  according  to  their  level  of  achievement  and  are 
working  according  to  their  ability.  Future  plans  call  for  this 
system  to  be  expanded  a  grade  a  year.  With  a  change  over  to 
this  type  of  individualized  program,  the  school  budget  reflects 
the  change.  Teacher's  aides  have  been  added  to  the  lower 
elementary  areas  to  help  the  teachers  in  their  transition.  An- 
other important  factor  is  that  the  kindergarten  time  has 
been  increased  to  five  mornings  a  week  for  each  child. 

Due  to  hard  work  by  some  interested  townspeople,  we 
now  have  the  physical  facilities  for  an  elementary  school 
library. 

An  individualized  Math  program  for  Grades  III  -  VIII 
is  now  being  developed  and  used. 

The  physical  plant  of  the  High  School  had  its  "face 
lifted"  during  the  summer.  Rooms  and  halls  were  painted  to 
brighten  up  their  appearance.  A  new  floor  was  installed  in 
the  boys'  shower  room.  The  Media  Center  has  been  en- 
larged to  meet  the  demands  of  the  teachers  in  this  area. 

In  the  curriculum  area,  the  Science  Department  has  been 
revamped.  Student  involvement  through  a  laboratory  orien- 
tated program  has  replaced  teachers  lecturing.  Individualiza- 
tion has  been  expanded  in  the  Math  Program.  The  Industrial 
Arts,  Home  Economics,  and  Commercial  Departments  are  in 
a  process  of  change. 

The  innovation  of  a  Work  Study  Program  for  Junior  and 
Senior  students  in  the  general  areas  tend  to  give  these  students 
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a  work  experience  that  will  be  helpful  for  them  when  they 
graduate. 

"The  Indian  Tele",  a  self-supporting  High  School  news- 
paper is  mailed  to  all  town  residents  bi-weekly  during  the 
school  year.  By  this  method  of  communication  we  hope  to 
keep  the  townspeople  informed  of  what  is  going  on  in  the 
High  School. 

Considerable  time  is  being  spent  by  the  staff  in  updating 
the  school  philosophy  and  to  implement  the  philosophy  into 
the  school  curriculum. 

The  Henniker  High  School  athletic  teams  held  up  the 
fine  tradition  established  by  teams  of  the  past.  The  Boys' 
Varsity  basketball  team  made  it  to  the  semi-finals  of  the 
State  Class  "S"  Tournament,  while  the  Soccer  and  Baseball 
teams  had  successful  seasons.  The  Girls*  basketball  team  took 
part  in  the  State  Tournament. 

With  continued  support  of  townspeople,  parents,  students 
and  staff,  I  feel  sure  that  the  Henniker  School  System  will 
keep  up  with  the  education  of  the  Seventies  and  our  by- 
products, your  children,  will  be  able  to  compete  once  they 
leave  our  school  system.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


There  are  a  number  of  things  I  would  like  to  discuss 
in  this  report  to  you  that  attest  to  the  idea  that  it  is  our  con- 
tinuing desire  to  achieve  a  system  of  education  that  recognizes 
each  child  for  his  own  worth,  strives  to  provide  for  this 
recognition  through  varied  methods  of  instruction  and  attempts 
to  do  so  within  reasonable  economic  bounds.  Through  the 
efforts  of  many  people  we  are  moving  in  this  direction.  The 
process  of  education  is  not  an  individual  matter.  It  is  one  that 
requires  a  coordinated  effort  on  the  part  of  all  members  of 
the  system  wherein  each  one's  peculiar  talents  can  be  utilized 
to  their  fullest  for  the  benefit  of  the  children,  their  school 
and  community.  Many  of  the  programs  to  be  discussed,  al- 
though on  the  surface  not  seemingly  related  to  the  foregoing, 
do  never-the-less  have  as  their  ultimate  goal  the  strengthening 
of  the  system  educationally  as  well  as  economically.  The 
discussion  that  follows  is  not  necessarily  in  any  order  of 
importance. 

Accountability  is  becoming  a  byword  in  the  economics  of 
education.  It  is,  perhaps,  long  overdue.  As  we  approach  two 
million  dollar  mark  in  total  budgets  in  Supervisory  Union  #24 
it  is  becoming  vital  that  we  develop  techniques  whereby  we 
know  well  where  the  educational  tax  dollar  is  going  and 
whether  or  not  it  is  reaching  the  goals  we  have  set.  Accounta- 
bility in  its  strictest  sense  is  rather  sophisticated  for  small 
school  districts  that  do  not  have  access  to  the  computer. 
Yet  that  is  no  excuse.  We  have  begun  to  work  with  our  staffs 
in  developing  their  budget  requests  on  the  basis  of  the  goals 
they  desire  to  accomplish.  In  addition  we  are  looking  to 
them  for  evidence  of  long  range  planning  in  the  development 
of  their  programs  and  for  the  ways  in  which  these  programs 
will  be  evaluated.   Expenditures  for  teaching  materials   are 
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now  made  by  a  modified  program  format  so  that  we  may 
readily  identify  amounts  of  money  being  spent  in  each  subject 
area.  This  will  lead  us  to  the  point  whereby  we  may  begin 
to  relate  the  economic  factors  of  our  program  to  the  educa- 
tional results.  This  is  not  an  easy  task.  However,  we  feel  it 
to  be  most  vital  in  assisting  your  school  board  members  in 
interpreting  their  budget  needs  and  school  programs  to  you. 
At  the  same  time  it  will  lead  us  down  the  road  to  greater 
economic  efficiency.  In  a  day  when  education  is  going  to 
have  to  compete  with  many  other  vital  community  needs 
this  process  is  of  high  priority.  Not  simply  to  keep  getting 
more  dollars,  but  to  use  better  what  we  have. 

Continuing  along  the  line  of  economics,  a  considerable 
amount  of  effort  has  been  spent  in  some  of  our  districts  in 
trying  to  discover  ways  by  which  we  may  make  better  use 
of  community  resources  in  expanding  our  school  programs. 
The  rather  traditional  outlook  that  an  education  ought  to 
take  place  solely  in  the  school,  and  that  it  was  the  exclusive 
domain  of  the  certified  professional  portrays  a  weak  position. 
This  is  not  to  say  that  the  teacher  is  no  longer  a  vital  person 
in  the  process,  for  most  certainly  he  is  and  will  continue  to 
be,  although  the  role  will  probably  undergo  some  significant 
changes.  The  point  to  be  made  is  that  we  have  in  all  of  our 
communities  persons  who  have  particular  talents  who,  on  a 
part  time,  paid  or  unpaid  basis  could  enrich  the  variety  of 
educational  experiences  that  could  be  made  available  to  our 
students.  Also,  as  space  needs  become  known  community  fa- 
cilities could  become  a  reasonable  alternative  to  expensive 
building  programs.  Currently,  this  is  the  object  of  study  by 
the  Henniker  and  Hillsboro  Districts.  For  the  smaller  districts 
shared  use  of  such  facilities  as  libraries,  town  halls  and  the 

like  along  with  talented  residents  may  be  one  approach  to 
providing  an  aducational  program  that  would  help  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  State  Elementary  Standards. 

Before  closing  out  on  this  theme  I  would  like  to  make 
two  proposals. 
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1.  Each  community  develop  a  Human  Resources  Com- 
mittee whose  function  would  be  to  identify  those 
residents  who  possess  skills  and  a  desire  to  share  them, 
and  to  develop  ways  in  which  these  talents  might  be 
used. 

2.  A  committee  should  be  developed  composed  of  rep- 
resentatives of  municipal  and  school  departments  for 
the  purpose  of  sharing  information  and  plans  relative 
to  fulfilling  community  needs  now  and  in  the  future 
and  to  develop  methods  by  which  the  available  tax 
dollars  may  be  used  most  effectively. 

And  finally  these  things  are  also  happening  to  make  for 
a  better  educational  opportunity  for  each  child: 

— A  course  in  how  to  individualize  instruction  spon- 
sored by  the  Union- wide  curriculum  project  —  CAPE. 

— Plans  are  now  being  developed  through  a  joint  com- 
mittee —  school,  college  and  community  —  to  initiate 
a  community  services  center  to  meet  the  numerous 
social  needs  of  the  residents  in  the  area  served  by 
Supervisory  Union  #24. 

— Initiation  of  individualized  instruction  and  continuous 
progress  programs  in  our  schools  wherein  each  child  is 
recognized  for  his  individual  worth  and  appropriate 
methods  of  instruction  used  to  meet  his  particular  needs. 
Success  is  emphasized  rather  than  failure. 

— An  advisory  committee  of  teachers  who  meet  monthly 
with  me  to  discuss  items  of  concern.  This  represents 
a  small  beginning  at  developing  better  lines  of  com- 
munication between  the  central  office  and  those  with 
whom  we  work. 

— A  project  designed  to  use  in  a  more  effective  manner 
the  skill  and  experience  of  staff  members  in  the  in- 
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structional  process.  Commonly  referred  to  as  Differen- 
tiated Staffing,  the  gist  of  the  project  is  to  identify  the 
various  tasks  a  teacher  has  to  perform,  assign  specific 
responsibilities  and  roles  to  each  person  and  provide 
the  environment  wherein  staff  members  can  work  as 
a  team  and  benefit  by  what  each  has  to  offer.  Two  pilot 
programs  will  be  initiated  in  Hopkinton  commencing 
in  September  of  1972. 

Each  effort  described  in  this  report  manifests  our  sincere 
desire  to  make  the  educational  opportunity  available  to  your 
children  the  best  we  possibly  can.  Despite  all  the  fancy  pro- 
nouncements we  find  in  wordy  philosophies  of  education,  it 
still  comes  down  to  the  desire  to  provide  at  a  reasonable  cost 
a  sound  and  up  to  date  system  of  education.  I  am  blessed  with 
many  fine  people  on  my  staffs  and  on  the  school  boards  in 
Union  #24  who  can  make  this  happen.
